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TRAGEDY  AT  RUTGERS 


NEW  BRUNSWICK,  NEW  JERSEY,  FEBRUARY  24, 1988-"Rutgers  Univer- 
sity last  week  shut  down  one  fraternity  and  suspended  all  fraternity  and  sorority 
activities  on  its  New  Brunswick  campus,  following  the  alcohol-related  death  of  a 
freshman  who  had  taken  part  in  an  initiation  rite." 

The  university  also  announced  that  it  would  conduct  an  investigation  to  determine 
if  fraternity  and  sorority  life,  by  its  nature,  was  placing  students  at  "special  risk." 

Edward  J.  Bloustein,  president  of  the  university  system,  amiounced  the  investiga- 
tion in  a  statement  that  was  sharply  critical  of  fraternities  and  soronties.  "The 
organizations,"  he  said,  "seem  to  be  'disproportionately'  represented  in  some  of  the 
more  aberrant  behavior  on  our  nation's  campuses," 

Besides  shutting  down  the  fraternity  house  involved  (it  was  not  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon — our  Rutgers  chapter  is  one  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon's  finest  and  is  the  leader  on 
the  Rutgers  campus),  the  university  asked  the  national  fraternity  to  revoke  the  charter 
of  its  Rutgers  chapter.  Last  week,  the  fraternity  placed  the  chapter  on  "inactive  status. " 
The  university  has  asked  the  alumni  board  that  owns  the  fraternity  house  on  the  New 
Brunswick  campus  to  close  it  permanently. 


Less  than  a  week  before  the  incident  at  Rutgers,  a  student  at  Princeton  University 
almost  died  after  consuming  too  much  alcohol  at  a  party  held  in  an  eating  club  there. 
(Princeton  University  is  a  campus  which  has  traditionally  shunned  national  fraternity 
organizations,  although  a  few  have  started  small  groups.) 

At  Princeton,  a  total  of  39  students  were  admitted  to  the  campus  infirmary, 
suffering  the  effects  of  excessive  drinking  after  parties  at  the  clubs  to  welcome  new 
members. 


Rutgers  President  Bloustein  noted  in  his  official  statement  dated  February  1 5. 1988, 
that  "However,  in  light  of  the  recent  incident  and  what  appears  to  be  a  growing  trend 
of  abusive  use  of  alcohol  here  and  around  the  nation,  I  am  mandating  an  immediate 
review  of  alcohol  pohcies  and  programs,  with  particular  emphasis  on  enforcement 
strategies.  This  tragic  loss  of  a  young  life,  and  the  lifelong  effects  that  this  event  will 
cause  for  all  of  us  immediately  connected  to  it,  demonstrates  so  clearly-the  absolute 
need  for  all  of  us  to  see  how  our  own  behavior  can  contribute  to  a  more  supportive  and 


Between  Futility  and  Potential ... 

THE  QUESTION  OF  CAMPUS  RECOGNITION  FOR  FRATERNITIES  AND  OUR  INTERFRATERNITY  CHALLENGE 


Recognition  of  fratermty  chapters  is  now  under  study 
at  many  college  campuses  across  the  country.  In  fact,  the 
American  Council  on  Education,  the  preeminent  asso- 
ciation for  colleges  and  universities  in  the  United  States, 
has  under  study  a  "white  paper"  on  recognition. 

Recognition  is  a  formalized  relationship  with  the  host 
college  which  means  the  fraternity  is  an  official  part  of 
-the  campus  community,  welcome  to  participate  in  all 
aspects  ofcampus  life,  use  campus  facilities  and  identify 
itself  with  the  college. 

What  has  prompted  this  study  of  the  fraternity  and 
college  relationship? 

Many  believe  it  is  the  fraternity  which  pushed  the 
qucation  ooto  the  table  because  of  behavior  problems. 
Others  believe  it  is  liberal  faculty  who  do  not  like  frater- 
nities, believing  they  are  inherently  anti-intellectual. 
And  others  think  it  is  just  a  question  of  liability. 

Liability  is  the  basis  of  the  "white  paper"which  exam- 
ines the  now  famous  "Whitlock  Case"  which  held  the 
University  of  Denver  liable  for  a  multi-million  dollar 
judgment  resulting  from  a  trampoUne  accident  at  a  fra- 
ternity house. 

Just  this  fall,  a  Delaware  jury  held  the  University  of 
Delaware  hable  for  accidental  injury  at  the  Sig  Ep  fra- 
ternity house.  This  was  a  hazing  incident  which  resulted 
in  the  Delaware  Alpha  Chapter  being  closed  for  three 
years.  The  jury  felt  the  university  should  have  known 
this  activity  was  going  on  because  of  its  responsibility  for 
the  "campus."  This  is  another  far-reaching  precedent. 

While  both  of  these  cases  were  recently  reversed  by 
the  court  (the  Delaware  case  is  now  under  appeal),  jury 
decisions  represent  public  opinion  on  a  broad  spectrum. 
Reversal  of  jury  decisions  in  higher  courts  may  satisfy 
legal  inquiry,  but  they  do  not  answer  long-term  social 
issues.  The  consistency  of  the  jury  in  these  two  cases 


indicates  there  is  a  social  issue  which,  if  not  resolved, 
may  eventually  become  legal  doctnne. 

Somewhere  in  all  of  this  lies  a  larger  question  for  the 
college.  What  ts  the  responsibility  of  the  college  for  its 
students?  Their  well  being?  Their  protection  from  diver- 
sions to  education?  Their  use  of  alcohol  and  drugs,  .  .to 
name  just  a  few. 

Historically,  colleges  practiced  en  loco  parentis,  as- 
suming parental  responsibility  for  students.  This  changed 
in  the  1960s  when  students  demanded  due  process  .  .  . 
their  constitutional  rights  Today,  with  the  age  of  major- 
ity at  IS,  there  is  a  contractual  relationship;  the  college 
offers  admission  and  the  student  accepts  the  offer  with 
eoroUmeat  and  payment  of  tuitioa. 

Under  this  type  of  relationship,  the  courts  have  held 
that  the  college  responsibihly  lies  in  an  area  called  "duty 
to  care."  The  test  here  is  whether  the  college  maintains 
minimum  standards  of  care  and  whether  it  responds  to 
due  warnings.  Beyond  that,  the  courts,  for  the  present, 
have  said  the  college  has  no  responsibiUty  for  students. 

Perhaps  more  important  than  legal  status  is  society's 
standards  and  expectations.  This  is  where  the  ultimate 
decision  on  relations  and  recognition  will  be  made.  It 
seems  clear  that  the  juries  in  Colorado  and  Delaware 
spoke  from  a  different  point  of  view. 

Standards  and  expectations  create  fraternity  issues. 

Today's  issues  are  complex,  not  isolated  to  fraternities 
but  accentuated  with  us  because  we  are  a  nucrocosm  of 
society.  .  ,  aliving-leaminglaboratory.  It  is  natural  that 
we  experience  the  issues  and  problems  of  the  student  age 
group.

If  Rutgers  University  were  to  close 
down  all  of  its  fraiermtics  and  eliminate 


them  from  campus,  it  would  not  correct 
or  eliminate  the  underlying  problem 
which  is  the  pervasiveness  of  alcohol  in 
our  society,   particularly  with  young 

A  Case  in  Point 


Rolla.  Missouri,  January,  1988 

At  the  University  of  Missoun  at  Rolla, 
St.  Patrick's  Day  is  a  campus-wide  cele- 
bration. So  much  of  a  celebration  that  the 
university  has  a  student  committee  com- 
prised of  organization  leaders  which  plans 
and  coordinates  the  activities  for  "St.  Pat's 
at  Missouri-Rolla." 

At  its  planning  meeting  in  January, 
1988.  the  St.  Pat's  committee-remem- 
ber, this  is  not  a  fraternity,  but  a  campus- 
sponsored  organization — met  to  plan 
1988  St.  Patrick's  Day  activities.  The 
meeting  ended  with  one  member  of  the 
St.  Pat's  committee  dead  of  an  alcohol 
overdose. 

The  university  administration  has  can- 
celed St.  Patrick's  Day  for  1988  and  the 
future,  WUI  that  solve  the  alcohol  prob- 


lem at  Rolla?  We  do  not  think  any  of  us 
believe  that.  Alcohol  is  a  problem  with 
college  students  which  requires  leader- 
ship—not cancellations,  if  it  comes  to  a 
choice  between  alcohol  and  students,  lel^ 
ehminate  the  alcohol. 

Pleasure  Disorders 

We  are  all  potential  victims  of  a  plea- 
sure disorder.  This  seems  to  be  more  an 
American  phenomenon  in  severity  than 
in  other  countries,  but  it  does  exist  world- 
wide. And  for  special  reasons,  it  is  preva- 
lent on  college  campuses.  The  campus 
community  is  particularly  vulnerable,  be- 
cause as  history  has  moved  the  institution 
away  from  its  en  loco  parentis  role,  the 
natural  tendency  of  the  student  away 
from  home,  probably  for  the  first  time,  is 
to  experiment,  interject  their  own  respon- 
sibility, and  ofTer  to  reject  for  peer  benefit 
many  values  instilled  by  the  family.

The  InterfrelemHy  Challenge 

On  Friday  evening.  February  12.  1988,  a  fraternity 
pledge  at  Rutgers  University  joined  fellow  pledges  in  a 
choreographed  "drinking  binge."  The  result  of  this 
"binge"  was  his  tragic  death.  As  a  result.  Rutgers  Uni- 
versity is  now  engaging  in  its  very  own  "white  paper" 
study  of  Greek  organizations  on  its  campus.  Tht  possi- 
ble result  of  this  study  could  be  the  termination  of  Greek 
life  at  Rutgers. 

Thus,  the  challenge  has  raised  its  ugly  head  once 
again.  This  challenge  must  now  be  faced  by  all  national 
fraternities  with  or  without  a  chapter  at  Rutgers 
University. 

After  several  years  of  examining  the  traditional  abso- 
lute autonomy  of  one  national  fraternity  from  another, 


two  important  areas  of  operation  . .  .  interfralemity 
councils  and  cooperative  insurance  operations  ...  arc 
bringing  about  a  change  in  philosophy. 

Work  with  the  campus  IFC  lo  establish  a  healthy 
climate  for  all  of  us  is  underway  with  the  "Interchange" 
program  of  the  National  Interfratermty  Conference. 
The  Fraternity  Insurance  Purchasing  Group  began 
operation  in  December,  representing  13  fraternities  for 
access  to  the  liability  insurance  market  under  strict  risk 
management  guidelines  and  verification  procedures. 

In  both  instances,  the  national  fraternities  arc  com- 
mitting to  the  concept  of  cooperation  and  commuiuca- 
tion,  and  with  the  insurance  program,  there  is  the  addi- 
tional commitment  of  accountability. 

These  arc  profound  changes  recognizing  a  new  respon- 
sibility for  one  another  so  we  can  develop  a  dynamic 
presence  and  answer  the  reality  of  the  challenges  which 
come  to  us  from  the  campus  and  the  community. 

Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  is  committed  to  the  potential  of  the 
American  college  fraternity  .  .  .  more  today  than  ever 
before,  because  of  the  complex  society  we  have,  the 
experience  the  fraternity  provides  young  men  at  a  most 
critical  time  of  their  lives,  is  going  lo  make  a  difference  in 
their  lives. 

Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  is  aclivcly  involved  with  and 
committed  to  the  Interchange  program  and  lo  the  Insur- 
ance Purchasing  Group.

Pleasure  disorders  are;  "gateway" 
drugs,  alcohol,  marijuana,  cocaine,  and 
cigurcltes.

Other 
plewuir  disorder!  include  bulimia  and 
wxuuldisciisc.musinoUibKt.Mliiv  AIDS 


Dr.  Robert  L  DuPont.  chairman  of 
the  Center  for  Behavioral  Medicine  and 
clinical  professor  of  psychiatry  al  George- 
town University,  strongly  believes  that 
zero  use  of  alcohol  must  be  the  goal.  He 
behcves  there  is  no  responsible  level  of 
use.  and  there  can  be  absolutely  no  use  of 
alcohol  by  underage  persons.  He  is  most 
concerned  about  alcohol  and  its  use  in  the 
high  school  and  ai  college-age  levels 
where  it  is  an  illegal  drug  for  most  per- 
sons. Yet  statistics  show,  in  a  study  of 
college  students  who  had  drug  use  in  the 
lilt  30  days,  that  80%  had  used  alcohol.

A  Candid  Conversation  with  Foundation  Executive  Director  Chuck  White 


Because  the  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon 
Educational  Foundation  conducts  the 
Annual  Alumni  Giving  program  by 
mail,  without  the  opportunity  for  give 
and  take  discussion,  questions  vi'hich 
alumni  have  may  not  get  answered. 
The  Journal  gathered  a  series  ot  the 
most  often  asked  questions  about 
Annual  Giving  and  put  them  to  Chuck 
White,  the  Foundations  longtime 
executive  director 

JOURNAL  {JNL)— Chuck,  why  is  the 
Annual  Giving  program  conducted 
by  mail? 

CHUCK  (CNW)— Direct  mail  isa  prov- 
en, effective  means  to  contact  our 
large  and  widespread  body  of  alumni 
to  communicate  the  Foundation's 
program  in  the  most  economical  way 
possible-  II  is  a  cost  effective  decision, 
JNL — How  many  times  in  a  year  does 
^  letter? 


CNW— That  depends  on  when  the 
alumnus  responds.  Alumni  who  have 
contributed  m  previous  years  can 
receive  up  to  six  appeals  if  they  wait 
until  late  December  to  send  in  their 
annual  gift. 

JNL~Why  that  many? 
CNW— Human  nature!  We  all  receive 
too  much  mail  and  the  natural  ten- 
dency IS  to  put  much  of  it  aside,  par- 
ticularly requests  for  contribution,  to 
decideatsomelatertime  Thenitgets 
lost,  thrown  away,  or  deeper  at  the 
bottom  of  the  pile.  Alumni  say  they 
appreciate  the  reminders,  and  our 
statistics  tell  us  the  repeat  follow-up 
IS  necessary  If  alumni  would  respond 
to  the  first  letter  of  the  year,  they 
would  save  us  the  expense  of  repeat 
mailings. 

JNL-Why  would  an  alumnus  receive 
a  follow-up  letter  soon  after  he  has 
contributed? 

CNW— Contributions  are  entered  to 
the  master  membership  record  of 
each  alumnus  about  three  weeks 
before  the  mail  date  for  the  next  solic- 
itation letter  If  a  contribution  is 
received  in  that  three-week  period, 
the  alumnus  will  still  receives  follow- 
up.  I  know  it  is  sometimes  irritating, 
but  I  have  not  found  a  better  way  "We 
crossed  in  the  mail"  applies  for  about 
a  20-day  period  of  time  with  our  direct 
mail  system. 

JNL— Why  don't  all  donors  appear  in 
the  Foundation's  Annua!  Report  like 
the  one  in  this  Journal  issue? 
CNW-There  could  be  several  rea- 
sons for  this:  One,  the  Journal  report 
lists  only  alumni  who  contributed  to 
the  annual  campaign  being  reported 


For  example,  this  issue  recognizes 
1987  contributors,  A  contribution  in 
1987  isnecessaryin  order  to  be  listed 
in  this  issue,  even  for  our  most  gener- 
ous, lifetime  donors  Second,  we  try 
and  keep  this  as  close  to  a  calendar 
year  as  possible,  but  because  of  mail 
delays  in  and  out,  we  extend  it  into 
January,  Occasionally,  an  alumnus 
may  send  a  new  year  gift  in  early  Jan- 
uary and  have  it  credited  with  the  pre- 
vious year,  and  then  not  be  listed  the 
following  year.  We  try  hard  to  make 
sure  that  does  not  happen,  and  I 
apologize  for  those  times  it  does 
Third,  alumni  should  be  careful  to 
look  in  the  donors'  report  under  the 
correct  cumulative  giving  club.  The 
report  starts  with  Bailey's  Brothers, 
alumni  who  have  contributed  a  life- 
time total  of  $10,000  or  more  to  the 
Foundation,  and  goes  through  the 
final  listing  which  is  titled  "Donors," 
listing  those  alumni  who  have  not  yet 
reached  $100  in  total  contributions. 
An  alumnus  should  be  sure  to  check 
each  club  because  he  may  have 
moved  from  one  giving  level  to  an- 
other in  the  year  being  reported 
JNL— How  do  these  annual  gifts  help 
specific  chapters,  or  as  alumni  many 
times  ask  "my  chapter"? 
CNW— Annual  Giving  is  unrestricted 
so  it  goes  to  the  Foundation's  general 
fund-  This  helps  every  chapter,  includ- 
ing the  donor's  chapter,  through  the 
Foundation'sgeneral  programs,  which 
are  (1)  funding  for  Regional  Leader- 
ship Academies,  which  covers  about 
65%  of  the  cost  of  that  program;  (2) 
National  Competition  Scholarships 
open  to  all  undergraduates  (this  ts  a 
growing  program  thanks  to  the  in- 


creasein  Annual  Giving);  (3)  resident 
counselors,  live-in  graduate  students 
for  chapters  which  can  benefit  from 
counseling  and  guidance.  At  some 
point,  each  donor's  chapter  will  have 
need  of  this  important  program,  {4) 
video  education,  a  growing  area  based 
on  our  highly  successful  risk  man- 
agement video,  which  has  saved 
chapters  more  than  $800,000  in  insur- 
ance premiums  in  the  last  two  years; 
(5)  academic  recognition  awards  are 
available  to  every  chapter  for  recog- 
nizing high  achieving  members  of  the 
chapter  and  greatly  improving  mem- 
bers of  the  chapter;  and  (6)  speakers 
on  leadership  and  personal  growth 
and  development  are  provided  by  the 
Foundation  at  Grand  Chapter  Con- 
claves All  of  these  have  a  direct 
benefit  to  the  donor's  chapter  As  the 
Annual  Giving  program  increases  in 
size,  the  scope  of  the  Foundation's 
program  will  expand,  providing  even 
more  benefits  to  every  chapter. 
JNL— Many  alumni  send  a  contribu- 
tion directly  to  their  chapter.  Why 
aren't  they  recognized  in  this  report? 
CNW— Contributions  by  alumni  to 
their  local  chapter  are  not  tax  deduct- 
ible, Neither  are  they  accounted  for  to 
the  Educational  Foundation.  For  the 
long-term  health  and  stability  of  the 
chapter,  I  believe  alumni  can  do  far 
more  by  contributing  through  the 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  Educational  Foun- 
dation to  ensure  that  their  funds  are 
properly  accounted  for  and  earmark- 
ed for  educational  programs.  Contri- 
butions can  be  restricted  to  a  specific 
chapter  Alumni  should  contact  me 
about  that  if  they  want  to  establish  a 
specific  program
